He e.vhibited its complicated exasperations,

formw acknowledgment of its wrongfulness on the 
Mit of slaveholders themselves, and their intention 
{Tput it away: the cruelty, injustice, ferocity of its 
laws; the disastrous, corrupting power of such juris¬ 
prudence : the ci-ime of moral assassination concen¬ 
trated in such a principle as the one annonneed from 
the supreme slaveholding tribunal, under the name 
of justice, that black men have no rights that white 
men are bound to respect; the dreailfulness of this 
crime in being accepted by the Church, and the sanc¬ 
tion of religion put upon it; the defiance of Almighty 
God. and the challenge of the divine vengeance in¬ 
volved in justifying and maintaining such wickedness 
in foe name of the world’s Redeemer, and vaunting 
the privilege of buying, selling, and breeding human 
beings—men, women, and children—for profitable 
ftock in the market and on the plantation, as a right 
ordained of God, and a commission given from heaven 
to this new slaveholding Confederacy in vindication 
of the divine attributes, and to carry out more per¬ 
fectly the moral government of God. He described 
both the essence and application of these monstrous 
doctrines as being a system more perfectly fulfilling 
the apostolic designation of “doctrines of devils ’ 
than anything the Christian world has ever seen oi 
the modern world had to endure. He showed that 
the development of the appalling wickedness and 
blasting, destructive tendency of slavery was so per¬ 
fect and complete in the system of American slavery, 
that there was the greatest reason to believe that the 
t’une of retribution for its crimes had now come, and 
God had left these seceding and slave-confederating 
States to the madness of secession, for their —■ 
ruin. He demonstrated the causes of that rui 
already in operation, and showed their inevitable 
results; and on a comparison between the South and 
the North, and a tracing of the relative positions of 
what are called the border States as between South 
and North, it was made manifest that the superiority 
and victory in this race between slavery and freedom 
must be so overwhelmingly with the North that it 
would be madness, to say nothing of the moral con¬ 
siderations, in any people like the British people to 
favor the slaveliolding party, destined as they are, 
not only to a desolation among themselves, but to be 
a curse to any nation that shall strike hands with 
them. He described their moral characteristics, under 
the barbarism of slavery, as given and demonstrated 
iyom Jefferson’s indisputable delineations of terrible 
truth, down to Senator Sumner’s masterly and 
comprehensive sketches, accompanied by illustrative 
events. He showed the poverty, dishonesty, repudia¬ 
tion, treason, and anarchy of the Southern Confede¬ 
racy, and how fearful the evil would be if such 
anarchical and impious principles were sanctioned 
and prevalent in the governments of Europe. He 
demonstrated the prospect of dissolution, rebellion, 
rivalship, and separate governments in that Con¬ 
federacy itself. But, on the other hand, if it hung 
together and were sanctioned and strengthened by 
treaty with Great Britain, then such strength would 
be improved and applied in piratical, filibustering 
excursions for the extension and strengthening of 
slavery, new Mexican and South Americap wars and 
conquests, a foray upon Cuba, a conquering exj^i- 
tion even for Hayti and Jamaica. They are inspired 
hyas wwping fanatical madness in behalf of slavery; 
and though at present the viper may seem bwf 
froxen, yet, if Great Britain should take it to her 
commercial bosom and give it vitality, its sting would 
be felt even beyond the ocean. Dr. Cheever described 
the moral obligation resting on Great Britain to 
seize the present occasion as a most solemn oppor¬ 
tunity given of God for a great moral rebuke of this 
wickedness. Great Britain had the power, if she 
would use it, of abolishing slavery in America by 
two measures—first, the raising of her own supply of j 
cotton by free labor—a thing democstrated to be 
perfectly feasible; and second, by refusing any treaty 
with a slaveholding Confederacy that at this dsj' in 
the world’s history, and under the light of Christi¬ 
anity, was presenting itself for recognition as a nation 
solely for the purpose of more securely pursuing and 
perpetuating the traffic in human beings. Dr. Cheever 
vindicated by precedents as well as principles the 
right of refusing such a treaty, and showed the wi^ 
door of such a refusal, and on the other hand the 
moraf degradation involved in enteniig into a cove- 
5»ot of amity with a nation-avowing that its only 
nesire and design of national independence was to 
prosecute, without hindrance and without rebuke, its 
grand chosen business of chattelizing and m aking 
inerdiand^ of men.

Mr. Choate, of the New England Society, responded 
to the seventh toast, “Our sister societies.” He

There had been at times a fear that New England 
loved liberty a little too well, and that she hated 
slavery a little too much. He thanked God that 
those days had gone forever. Events of the last few 
days had demonstrated that Massachusetts stood first 
in the hearts of her sister States, and that she ha ' 
nothing to retract (cheere). Mr. Choate then drew 
parallel between a siroposed attempt of the seven 
southern counties of England against the British 
government and that of the seven seceded States of 
America against our own government Supjpoaing 
they should attempt to take possession of the British 
government, and proclaim that these s.even counties 
were great Britain itself, what would happen ? 
Wouldn’t the British lion roar? Wouldn’t that 
venerable creature bristle up and shake his 
Would he not whet his tusk a little to prepan 
last aaniliilating jump ?

EXPULSIONS FROM VIRGINIA. 

TnmTrnWlmm. 

CArTAix Coixixs, of tbe schooner O. H. Lee, arrived 
. Jersey City a few days since, from York River, 
a., with the following posaengers : 

E. W. Evans and family, wife and three children, 
formerly of Binghamton, N. Y.; Geo. F. Southwell 
and family, formerly of Pennslvania: Joseph Cross 
and family, formerly of New York ; Alex. Terwilliger 
and family, formerlyMf New York; John Crosby and 
Charles Warner, also of New York. 

All of these passengers were residents of B'lgkir’s 
Mills, and were driven out of foe State of Virmntafor 
expressing a preference for foe flag of Washington 
over that of Jeff. Davis. 

It appears that some seven yeani ago, Mr. James 
Bigler, an enterprising citizen of Newbuig, in this 
State, purchased a plantation of some 2,100 acres of 
land, and built up a flourishing little town on the 
York River, about twelve miles above Yorktown.and 
about six miles from Williamsburg. Mr. Bigler had 
an extensive peach orcbanl and vineyard in fine con¬ 
dition. He hail erected extensive saw-mills, a 
flouring-mill, and fifteen or twenty dwellings, and 
other buildings, and was doing a large business in 
foe manufacture of lumber, the sale of goods, foe 
pioduction of fruits, etc.—bad, in fact, built up a 
thriving town, and everything was going on smoothly 
when news reached Williamsburg that Virginia had 
seceded from foe Union. 

The schooner O. H. Lee was at Bigler's dock, hav¬ 
ing brought in a cargo of goods for Mr. B., and was 
taking in a return cargo of lumber and wood, when

These men are all natives of this truck^wing region 
some of whom have been living in Virginia for 15 or 
20 ye^, where they had bought forms which had 
been desolated by Southern laziness, and converted 
them mto magnificent ones, yielding large crops of 
^ly track, sale of which in our markete has made 
them nch. The pioneers in this business doing so 
well, a great emi^tion of their neighbors followed, 
and foe growth of early vegetables became so exten¬ 
sive a business that New York and Philadelphia have 
for years depended on foese Jerseymen for all foeir 
Spring delicacies. But foe brutal outbreak of the 
slaveholding rebellion has destroyed fo'is whole busi¬ 
ness at a blow. The growth of years has been blasted 
in a week. These worthy men were notified by foe 


rebels that they must either enter the rebel army, go 
to jail, or clear out. The additional alternative of 
being lynched was offered. They were Northern men 
—that was enough. Escape, if to he effected at all, 
must be immediate. No bine was given them to sell 
or even to take care of anj-thing. Their crops Lad 
aU been planted, but they must be abandoned Not 
even foeir live stock -were they allowed to sell—foq

THE ABOLITIONISTS AND THE CRISIS. 


We believe that the policy of the Executive Com¬ 
mittee of the American Anti-Sl^ery Society, in post¬ 
poning its Anniversary for the present, meets with 
the general—we believe we may say, the unanimous 
—approval of its members and friends. As we have 
never been deterred by the threats, or by the reality, 
of popular violence from holding our regular meet¬ 
ings since the gathering of the Society, we may grace¬ 
fully and properly stand aside now that the tide of | 
popular feeling is setting so strongly in the direction 
we would have it run. Though there can be little 
doubt that we could hold our meeting in all peace 
and quietness next week, still there is reason to appre¬ 
hend that it might be made an occasion to endeavor 
to distract the attention of the city and the country 
from the slaveholders to tho Abolitionists. It must 
be remembered that, notwithstanding the apparent 
unanimity of Northern sentiment just now, there 
exists as much genuine sympathy with the slavehold¬ 
ers and as bitter a hatred of Abolitionists as ever 
there was. Though the great majority of the men of 
business, who nse^l to be willing'tiT let the South have 
Her as loiig as her way did not interfere 

with theirs, have had their eyes opened to the real 
nature of her demands and have risen en masse 
thrust them down her throat, still the race of base 
and truckling politicians, who love the dominion of j 
the slave-masters for its sake, and who mean only 
slaveholding license when they bawl liberty, remain 
unchanged at heart. They have been forced to 
change their voices, but their heart’s desire is stiU 
towards slavery. The serpents may have ceased to 
hiss for a season, but their sting is only sheathed, not 
plucked out, and their venom as deadly 
Those would rejoice at any opportunity on which they 
could seize to divert the eyes and the mind of the 
public from the common enemy. Such an opportunity 
we do not see fit to afford them. 

. As to the great masS of the people who seem to 
have undergone this great conversion, tl^' were not 
of the desperately wicked description. Many of them 
had never looked into the subject. They had taken 
the average notions of the street as to slavery, and 
regarded it as a thing with which they had nothing 
to do, and the agitation of which was damaging to j 
that tranquillity which is the best ^^mosphere of 
trade. They did not believe that the demonstrations 
of the Seceders were really in earnest, but looked for 
another compromise which shonld put things on their 
old footing and put off" the deluge, at least till after 
their time. The cannonading of Fort Sumter first] 
aroused them to the actual state of affairs. They 
knew that the North had been making concession 
after concession to the South, 

“ Till rights submitted left her none to seize, 
and yet here she was in open, fiery, bloody rebellion 
against the government that had always fostered and 
protected her, merely because she could 
raitted to hold its helm herself, or by her creature. 
They saw that the question was not one of slavery 
and anti-slavery, or of North and South, merely, but 
whether there should he any government at all in the 
nation. And then followed that desperate ebullition 
of madness of Jefferson Davis, in which he proclaimed 
piracy to be the method of his warfare with the North. 

In his folly, nursed and stimidsted by lying presses 
and demagogues hero, he doubtless verily believed 
that this threat would bring all the capital and the 
commerce of the North In terror to his feet Never 
did a bold bad man make a greater blunder. Instead 
of that, it knit every man who had a dollar to bless 
himself with in the closest of leagues to bring Mm to 
disgrace and ruin. 

Though the progress of events thus far may not 
have kept pace with the constitutional impatience of 
our people, their march has been astonishing. Three 
weeks ago the whole North was plunged in the pro- 
foundest peace. Though the Southern complication 
e.xcited a deep and anxious interest, yet few looked 
for a solution of that entanglement by the sword. 
Some other way would be devised to untie the knot, 
or at least to leave It as it was. In an instant, in the" 
twinkling of an eye, the Nation was restored to sight 


toforo; that s,uch a measure would have been heartily- 
responded to.' It required a blow like that of the 
cowardly and brutal bombardment of Fort Snmter, 
which every man felt like a blow in the face, to 
awaken the North to the position in which she stood 
and arouse the spirit which it demanded. Whether 
accidental or designed, a happier circumstance than 
that delay could hardly have been devised by the 
happiest genius. 

A President cannot be expected to be in advance of | 
the people he leads. His position in his Inaugural 
to letting the seceding States alone, only maintaining 
the strong places belonging to the nation and collect¬ 
ing the revenue, was as much as the North was ready 
j'at that time. To propose more would 
have been to array the North against him as well 
the South. For the North did not understand the 
position, and why should she complain that he did 
not ? So again his temporizing with the Mayor and 
the Y oung Christians (!) of Baltimore, with the notorious 
Dr. Richard Fuller at their head. Wo cannot doubt 
that he wi.shed to tell them that their demand was 
impudent and insulting, and to order his footman to 
show them the door. But Washington was not strong 
enough then to stand alone. Tlie communication 
North was cut off, and ho did not know that he might 
have half a million of men and a hundred millions of| 
money for the asking. Had he done anytliing to 
arouse yet more the passions and to unite the energies 
of the Marylanders, such as the assertion of the per¬ 
fect right of a free passage for troops through Balti¬ 
more and his determination to enforce it, Washington 
might have been taken and he made prisoner by 
coup de main before help could arrive. Now that he 
has force enough at his command, the country expects, 
nay demands, that the way through Baltimore be 
opened, even if it can only be done by leaving not 
one brick of that accursed city on another. The Pre¬ 
sident has shown himself, thus far, the faithful ser 
vant of events. Let ns trust in him yet ^ little longei 
that he will not prove disobedient to them as they 
arise and beckon him forward. The absolute subjec¬ 
tion and military occupation of Maiyland is another 
demand of the time and of the people. She must not 
he allowed to secede. She must he held by the strong 
arm, if necessary, and the liberation of her slaves, 
with compensation, the blessing bestowed upon her 
in exchange. 

So again as to the limits the President has assigned 
to himself in this warfare, we apprehend that it is 
more than he can do to keep within them. The 
demands of the nation now far transcend the simple 
maintenance of the status quo. Simple resistance of 
attack will not satisfy the spirit which the conduct of 
the South has evoked. We imagine that the thou¬ 
sands of brave men now encamped about the Capital, 
and the thousands on their way to join them, will not 
consent to wait patiently till the slaveholders 
quite ready to come over and spit in their faces. If | 
the enemy will not come to them, they will demand j 
to he led against the enemy. Defensive action alone 
is all very well. But Canada was conquered on tlie 
Rhine, and a defensive war is best carried on in 
the enemy’s country. That army did not leave its 
farms, and its workshops, and its merchandize, merely 
to keep Washington safe and sound. It rallied to 
put down treason and to punish traitors, and to dictate 
the terms of the peace that is to be granted 
rebellious region. This may he done better at Rich¬ 
mond, perhaps, tlian at Washington. The military 
occupation of that city, of Norfolk, of Mobile, of| 
Charleston, Savannah, and New Orleans, may be 
essential to the final pacification of the country. And 
who can say that the voice of Destiny will not com¬ 
mand that the chains of the slave shall be severed by 
the edge of tho sabre before it be again sheathed ? 
This must come at last out of this combustion; who 
knows how near it may be at hand ? He who knows 
at once how to follow^ and to guide events has an 
immortal name in history, if he does his work aright. 
But it will be done all the same in the end, whether 
Presidents and Cabinets promote or hinder 


desist weeping, from all further' remonstrance—such 
as was supposed to cause even the Heavenly Father to 
leave total depravity to work its own will, and trans-1 
foi-m all things into its own hideous likeness. The 
slaveholders themselves, hy repeated and unbounded 
enormities, have forced open the eyes of an unwilling 
North, compelling its recognition of their true charac-: 
ter. They have chosen the desperate game of an 
attempt at open and complete conque.st; and their 
desperation lias accomplished that which ^ 


have so long vainly attempted—a hearty and thorough 
Union of the North in opposition to them. 

This brings ns to the mention of a second gi-eat 
change of which we wish to speak. 

Just in proportion as tho individual slave States 
secede from The United STATES,.jnst in that proportion 
Tub United States approaches tlie character of a truly 
e nation, self-governed in a truly democratic man- 

This blessed change is rapidly hastening. What¬ 
ever be the condition of “ The Confederate States,” 
The United States are getting purged^ from slavery 
faster than our most sanguine imaginaltions have antici¬ 
pated. „ 

In proportion as this change advances, the Abolition¬ 
ists approach the position of ” Union men.” As soon

CHANCES. 


Changes of the most amazing and momentous charac¬ 
ter are going on around and within our community. 
“The march of events” is a phrase insuflScient to 
express what we now see and hear. History is made, 
in these days, with unexampled rapidity. Oceun-encea, 
of a magnitude and importance exceeding anything that 
has been known here since the Revolutionary war, are 
now matters of daily expectation and experience. 
Like Max. Piccolomini— 

“ Wo .see them crowding, linnying, driving on, 

In wild, uncustomary movements.” 

It is as if wo were suddenly transferred to a land of 
earthquakes, in a period of inten.se volcanic action. 

One of these changes is seen in that largo class of_ 

whom we have been acenatbmed to call “ hunkers,” and 
that portion of this class whose vacillations have 
stamped them with the epithet “ doughface.” These 
now seen in hearty and energetic opposition 
to the very party that we have been so long opposing, 
to the tyranny that rules the South, tramples 
slave, and tries, unceasingly, to subjugate the North. 
Tlie genuineness of this opposition is unquestionable.

Yes, three different and widely dissimilar classes will 
be emancipated by those armies of tlie North who 
now marching with the purpose merely to fight their 
own battle.

The suicidal fool-hardiness, the utter insanity of the 
Slave Power, has brought this retribution upon its head 
much earlier tlian the slow-moving wheel of time would 
have done. The renewed and multiplied outrages of! 
the slaveholders have forced the North to see what the 
Abolitionists, Cassandra-like, ineffectually told her long 
since, that she was bound in the same chain with the 
slave. To us it always seemed amazing that she did not 
spontaneously see it. The outrages of the last tliree 
months, which have fused the North into a furnace of'

—then the Abolitionist will be a joyful npholdev of the 
flag, of the government, of the “ institutions,” of the 
glory, of the perpetuity of The United States of 
America. 

We learn that Ralph Waldo Emerson, in the middle of 
a course of lectures now.in progress in Boston, felt 
moved to substitute for the quiet literary entertainment 
prearranged for last week, a lecture upon that which 
now engrosses all men’s thoughts. The sage of Con¬ 
cord spoke of the contest now pending as a contest 
between Civilization and Barbarism; between the 
spirit of the nineteenth and that of the fourteenth cen¬ 
tury. When he spoke of a chill feeling of loneliness 
that had been closing around us in the recent past, 
of men abroad and bewildered, seeming to themselves 
without a government, without a country and without 
a home, the accustomed earnest attention of his 
audience seemed to grow deeper and more intense ; 
but when he proceeded to say that thick-coming events 
seemed to show, unmistakably, that we should soo 
have a country “ fit for an honest man to live in, 
enthusiastic applause, alike from old and young, proved 
that this chord, in the hearts of his audience, 
already fully prepared to vibrate. 

The Abolitionists have been right in giving a thorough 
trial to their idea of a peaceful abolition of slavery. 
They would have led this nation on to the easiest and 
best solution of the great problem. But she woulcf 
Now, after giving her a thirty years’ trial, the Supreme 
Ruler seems to have decided that the slaves 
wait for their deliverance until the slow process of 
conversion has taken effect, either upon their masters, 
or UBfbn their masters’ Northern allies. Both, alas, 
remain impenitent. The great question will not be 
directly met. Our nation has lost the immense advan¬ 
tage which might have been gained by a spontaneous 
exercise of humanity and justice, and has left slavery 
to he destroyed by a side issue, brought on by the 
insane desperation of tho slaveholders. So, too, the 
sMvehoIders have lost the immense advantage they 
imghthave gained, of establialiing peaceful and friendly 
relations with the cultivators of their- fields, i 
substitution of attraction for eompulsion as a i 
<*io oubaUtuaon o/ wages tor Ihe lash, 
slaves will he freed by arras instead of by lov 
good-will. They will be freed incidentally, through a 
war not even made for them, by arms in the hands of 
men who do not think of or care for their deliverance. 
The emancipation of the slaves, which President Lincoln 
will soon be forced to proclaim 
thus he complicated with evils and sufferings, instead 
of being the purely beneficent influence which it might 
have been, had the nation listened 
Garrison. But better thus than not at all, and better 
thus late than still later. Welcome be tho operation, 
however agonizing, which removes the disease! War 
is an “ acute ” disease, temporary in character, 
always tending to bring itself to an end. Slavery 
“ chronic ” disease, not only producing immense suffer¬ 
ing and evil, but tending to its own extension and pro¬ 
longation. Let slavery perish even by war, rather than 
still live ; and when its expiring agonies have passed, 
let us, with faith, hope and courage, and with the 
stimulus of a really free country in which and for 
which to work, apply ourselves resolutely to the task 
of reparation. 


ON THE ROUTE TO WASHINGTON 


om Cur WaBhiogton Correspondent. 

PaDADELPHiA, April 30,1861. 
The government is waking up and will surely “ carry 
e war into Africa.” I am confident of this from the 
most reliable advices which I have just received from 
Washington. The news received in Washington of the 
condition of things here has had a wonderful effect 
upon the Cabinet and the President. On yesterday, 
Mr. Seward was foremost among the war-advocates 
Washington. Thurlow Weed left New York several 
days ago, and by great exertions got into Washington. 
He got there just in time to save Mr. Seward from 
desti’uction. He carried to the Administration the first 
reliable news of the “ great revival ” in tlie free States 
—the revival of the spirit of 1776. There was some¬ 
thing of a “ surprise ” in Washington, to see Thuidow 
Weed the bearer of such news. Since he got there, 
renewed activity and vigor are perceptible. Instead 
of acting on the defence, the government will soon 
offensively. Mr. Lincoln sent a message to Governor 
Letcher, with the threat that, the moment the Virginia 
troops made any movemest towards Washington, the 
government would strike at Norfolk, Richmond, 
other weak part of the Old Dominion. This 
the only policy which will bring success and honor 
the government. 

Fi-om all I can hear—and 1 have seen gentlemen 
high in place at Washington, and direct from the eity- 
^ am convinced that the President, Mr. Seward and 
every other member of the Cabinet have given up all 
hope or idea of peace. No such thing as separ; 
possible until the South has felt the power of this 
government. An attempt to settle onr troubles before 
a war would simply result iu the most outrageous 
demands on the part of the Confederates. They would 
hold every strategic point on the Southern coast and in 
the Gulf; they would demand Washington City ; half 
the territories would have to be surrendered 
rebels before they would consent to a peaceful separar 
And at last, if the free States would submit to all 
these losses—to all these disgraces—at last war could 
be avoided. No! the rebels, to say the least, 
feel the power of the government; must witness' the 
exhibition of the courage of Northern troops. They 
have sneered at Northern courage for fifty years, and 
)w they are going to put it to the test. 

As for slavery, it is not necessary to be anxious 
about its fate at present. That a great war will utterly 
destroy it, no man can doubt The best military 
authority on this continent has lately expressed the 

opinion that, in the event of an exhausting war_ 

exhausting to the South—the slaves will rise to a man. 
The panic will at last reach them, and when it does, wo I 
to the “ oppressor.” Maryland perceives this, and is 
hesitating as to her course. Virginia harbors the same 
feeling, but is overborne by the terrorists of the Wise 
and Pryor stripe. I hope to write you my next letter 
from Washington. Avon.

Those whom some of ns 
accused of loving nothing but money, have nobly dis¬ 
proved that charge hy pouring out their gold like 
wate# in defence of their country’s safety and honor. 
I ask their pardon to-day, if I have ever brought 
such aedhsations against them. Yankees love gold, 
but they love other things more—they love liberty, 
j justice and national honor more. This last week 
has forever washed from our name that disgraceful 
charge. AU ranks unite; merchants give money, 
farmers leave the gUttering ploughshare to rnst 
in the crumbling April soil, young men leave their 
places and salaries, mothers give their sons, wives 
their husbands—aU say in their hearts, “What can 
do ? it is sweet and honorable to die for one’s country.

WeU, war is a very bad thing. Fratricidal war 
cruel as the grave.

War 
almost always demoralizes. It takes men from indus¬ 
trial pursuits, the schools of virtue, and teaches them 
lead reckless 'and careless lives. 

I have a horror of war. My way, as you very weU 
know, would have been to say to the seven States, “ Go 
peace.” I would have given them all the forts and 
public property in their territory; I would have given 
them Washington also, and been glad to get rid of it, 
for it has always been a'most unsuitable place for the 
of government; and our Capital should have been 
moved to Harrisburg, Penn., or Columbus, Ohio, years 
ago. All the technical difficulties about the separation 
belong to a pedantic school of statesman¬ 
ship—and aU the fears of its turning our Union into a 
rope of sand, I think to rest on tho old European idea 
of the stability and unity of a nation being in its 
government rather than in the united interests of the 
people, and their consent to the Union. Instead of j 
dallying with the border States, and trying to coax 
them to stay, I would have built a bridge of gold to 
make it easy for them to go. So well do I love peace. 
But noio, it is too late, or perhaps too soon for all this. 
Perhaps it was too soon then. It will end, I feel sure, 
in separation; hut separation after a war, in which 
both parties have shown their strength, and proved 
the courage of their antagonist. Let us pray that it 
may be short; and that it may be short, it will be 
necessary to put forth energy at the beginning. It wUl 
he poWTteonuiny to spai-e now either men or money, 
Two hundred thousand men and $100,000,000 of money 
will make the w'ar a very short one, and much less 
cruel and destructive than if protracted over a longer

None we fed it, 
and now we are able to do that. This is a sort of Pen¬ 
tecostal Day, in which the whole multitude i 
heart and one soul; nor says any one that aught that 
he possesses is his own, but we have all things 
common. 

God is pruning us, that we may bring forth more fruit. 
He chastens us for our profit. For the sake of national 
prosperity, for the sake of outward union, for the sake 
of a mere mercantile peace, we have here at the North 
been conniving for years at a system of despotism more 
cruel than exists on the face of the earth. Wo, 

North, have upheld slavery and given it new strength, 
and allowed it to go where it would—and this for the 
sake of prosperity,union and peace. Now we are punished 
in just those three points. Our prosperity has 
eeived a terrible check, our Union is dissolved, and 
peace has terminated in what threatens to be an awful 
war. But let God be true, though every man he a liar. 
The punishment-is just, let us submit to it patiently. 

How the war will end no one need greatly donbt. The 
Secessionists are fighting for slavery as against freedom, 
and Jefferson, a slaveholder, told his brother slavehold¬ 
ers, long ago, that in such a struggle the Almighty had 
no attribute which could take sides with them. The 
slave States have a population of eight millions of free 
whites—the free States have a population of eighteen 
millions. They have no way of raising money for 
expenses hut by direct taxation; we have nearly all the 
importe of the country on which to levy duties. More 
than all, wo are united, and they are divided. The 
Union party at the South is sti-ong, and as si 
Secessionists are everywhere defeated, will rai.se itself. 
Whenever it has the support of the strong arm of the 
United States, it will stand firm. If we are not led away 
hy any vain notion of conquest—if we are ready for 
peace when a true peace can be obtained—then we need 
not fear, but say, “ Tho Lord of Hosts is with us, the 
God of Jacob is our refuge.” But the sooner we give 
over the insane idea of bringing hack these slave States 
;into tho Union, the better it will be for us. This 
,« sebeUion, bat a revolation—a revolution made 
table by the antagonism of two wholly opposite forms 
of society, which can no longer go on together. 

Let all our fighting, then, he in self-defence and to pro¬ 
cure just terms of peace. After war there can he no more 
union between Northern free States and Southern slave 
States. This is not a sectional but a social struggle— 
the struggle of two hostile social systems. 

I shovfld say to-day, as I have always said—“ Let them 
go ”; but let them go on equitable terms. I shonld think 
it well for the programme of adjustment to be announced 
now. We do not wish, at the end of this awful struggle, 
to be just where we were before. One of two things— 
either slavery is to come to an end in the course of this 
struggls—and then all the States may reunite as free 
States—or else the free States and slave States must 
agree to separate. My programme in the latter 
would he this:— 

1. Every slave State which stands hy the Union 
shall, at the end of the war, have aU its slaves freed at 
the expense of the Union. 

Every slave State which refuses to stand by the 
Union now shall, at the end of the war, he refused ad¬ 
mittance into tJie Union until it has emancipated its 
slaves at its own expense. 

The North is now wholly united, and will remain 
united after the war. Therefore we shall be a power 
capable of standing face to face with any foe; none will 
dare attack us—we shall attack none. With this vast 
country stretching from sea to sea, with 18,000,000 of 
people swarming over it, with all the life and activity 
and energy wMch belong to freedom, we can hid fare¬ 
well to those slave States which choose to leave 

give them their forts, we can even give them Wash¬ 
ington and its buildings, and let them go their own way 
and try their own experiment. It is sure to fail, for 
slavery is a sin against God and a crime against 
is a blot on the nineteenth century; it is an outlaw from 
the commonwealth of nations. Semi-civilized Russia 
casts it out; barbarous Africa is expelling it from her 
frontiers. A Christian nation based on slavery will 
be a house built on the sand. 

Therefore, let us stand hy each other now in these 
dark hours, trusting in God’s eternal justice and truth.
